It is true that little else than the appro-
pristion bills has been enscted into law,
but why should the appropriation bills
have required more than eight months for
their pussage?

three months. In the esurly months of the
session the speakers of the majority were

prolific with irony wnd sarcasm at
the expense of the billion dol-
lar Congress and of  ex-Speaker

Reed, the *“Czar” of that Congress. No
sooner did the demands ot the appropriation
bills begin to dawn on the mneratic
legders than they suddenly dropped into an
awful silenee in rezard to the billion dollar
Congress, and a little later, when the
impotence of the rules of the House was
made distressingly evident, all reference to
Cmr Reed snd to the severity
and originality of his rulings became a
thing of the past. When at various times

Mills secolded, “ocussed”
sud sulked Springer was disgruntled,
but plaveéd his caros tor the head of the
Committee on Ways and Means MeMillin,
on sccount of his triendehip for Mills, was
put nside secovdary with positions on Ways
and Means and Kules commiitees.

No L nder and No Agreement,

No one mind had any well defined grasn
or inflnenoe upon that great wmajority, and
ot times when filibusiering seemed to be &
good or amusing thing Mr Kilgors or Mr.
Bailey or Mr. Cummings \rnuldi&mm the
leader.

There was no Demoeratic agreement upon
anything; not a measure, not a resolution,
could be proposed which did not find Dem-
ocrats arrayed sgainst each other. The sil-
ver bill narrowly failed to create & lasting
breach in the House wmajority and in the
party. Even the taritl bills that were
passed were not wholly without Democratic
opposition in committee that at times
was very bitter. A common sight
was that of Democrats filibustering
sgninst measures sdvocated by Demoerats,
and fthese -anomalous conditions were aptly
concluded by the speciacle of the combined
lendership of the majority filibustering for
more than & week in company with a mi-
nority which had been squarely voted down.
It may besaid, however, that the Demoecrsts
admit they have been taught & severe par-
limmentary lesson, and that just as soon ss
their pride will let them come to it they
will adopt & eode of rules that will enable
the Speaker and the mujority to control the
whole body.

PVennay vania Not Bad!y Treatad,

In the general wreck of meksures outside
of the usual appropriations, Pennsylvania
fared sbout as well as sny other State of
the Union. DBesides the appropriations for
her great rivers and harbors, two im portant
public building bills, providing lor the
new Philadelpnia mint buildiog and for the
purchase of & site and commencement of
work for the new postoffice in Allegbeny,
and these, of the several building bills
Pennsyivania introduced, were the only ones
to pass Ginally, boih of them being attached
to the sandry civil billL. Both bills
came 1o a good end through many vicissi-
tudes,. The mint measure was detleated by
a bare majority in the committee of the
whole House, but npon the report of the
sundry civil bill to the House from the
Committee of the Whole it was retained in
the bill, thanks to the really terrific axer-
tions of Bingham, O'Neill, MeaAleer,
Reilley and other Pennsylvanin members.

Harry MecAlecr, the successor of Randall,
worked heroically among the Democrats,
and for this work alone, not to s of his
exczllent service in every way, he deserves
to be returned to Congress,

Colone! Stone, popular with both Demo-
erats and Republicans, had little trouble in
getting his projeet for increasing the
propriation for the Allegheny building in
the sum of £135,000 engraited on the sun-
dry ecivil bill, but it got a black
eve in the Senate. There the Committee on
Public Buildings and Groundns threw it out,
and only by dint of great exertion on the
part of Senator Quay and Colonel Stone
was it reinstated by the Senate in spite of
the protest of the committee.

MARS IS THE TARGET| TW0 PATAL WRECKS

For Thousands of Eyes That Want
to Explore His Mysteries.

NOT MUCH OF VALUE LEARNED,

Though Feientists Hope to Be Able to Tell
tomething Soon.

PROPOSED WAYS OF COMMUNICATION

Prot, Keeler's observatory 1n Allegheny
was the oenter of attraction of the two
cities last night. Fully 1,000 people flocked
there to get a view of the ruddy planet,
Mars

As early as 6 o'clock pegple began to
elimb the steep hill in order to be the first
to view the great planet. By 9 o’clock
fully 1,000 people were oo
sbout the bmlding waiting for the doors
to be opened. Owing to the fact
¢hat Mars was not plainly visible betore
10 o’clock those who had been successful in
gaining admission were given a chance to
view the moon. The night was olear and
bright, and under the powerful lenses of
the telescope an excellent view could be
had.

Promptly st 10:15 o’clock the great dome
was shifted and the telescope was brought
to bear on Muars. The spectators strung ont
in line, and one by one climbed the steps
from where the star could be seen. About
one minute was aliowed each person, after
whieh they would pass out to the reception
room, where they were treated o a short
lecture concerning the planet by FProf
Frank Very.

Eemarks on the Map of Mars,

He had an exeellent drawing of the
planet, showing distinetly the hills, val-
leys, rivers and oceans which Mars is sup-
posed to contain. Said he:

‘*The present appearance of the planet
shows that it has been visited by heavy
snows during the past semson. The appear-
ance of the white substance in the region of
the poles is much ereater than it has been
for years, and especially at this season.

“The mists,” he eaid, “‘were evidently
vapors rising from the rivers and valleys
which, like our own eartb, came forth from
the heat of the sun. Asto Mars being in-
habited, that has not yet been determined
by seientific men."

Atter hearing Prof. Very’s lecturs many
of the people wanted to go back into the
observatory and get another view, but on
sccount of the Jimited amount of time
they were not allowed to do sa.

Toward midnight the view became much
better, and the people began to linger about
the room. One ot Chief Murphy's finest
was there, and was equal to the occasion in
keeping the erowd moving.

The Amusing Side of 1It.

There were many amusing scenes and
remarks during the evening While
manv eameé to view the great planet and to
be enlirhtened on a scientific subject, there
were fully as many who did not know what
they came for. *“Who is Mar's?" asked one

man,

“I don't know, but I guess if you wait we
see,”” replied another,

One weighty womun who could not elimb
the steps, wanted the Professor to bring the
telescope down to her, so that she could
look, tro, When informed that the instra-
ment weighed 5,000 pounds and eould not
be mow she walked out, apparently
greatly disappointed,

One man stecod looking intently intoa
rain barrel st the corner of the house. He
was evidently looking for Mars there, as he
diil not fall into line when it was formed.

The observations will be continuea
throughout the eoming week, and it is ex-
peougthugoodﬁe'ambahd.

~ DEPENDS ON THE ATMOSPHERE.

A Very Inlerrsting Question as to the Habi-
tabi ity of th= Pinnet.

Bostox, Aug. 6—David P. Todd tele-
graphs to-night: We have a perfectly
clear night again for the observations of
Mars, but the atmosphére is uot so stendy
as it was Wednesday, and the details of the
disk are much more difficult to see
The snow cap on the sonth pole of Mars
and the more marked irregularities or dif-
ferences of color on the disk form the only
feavures I can see to-night. The planet is
so far south and the atmospheric distorb-
ance is ®o great that the full power of the
telescope cannot be ntilized. Meanwhile
we may discover matter bearing upon the
habitability of Mars, which is always an
interesting and popular question. Distance
from the sun is, of course, one element 1n
the imblam. and the age of Mars, relatively
to the earth, another. It is reasonable to
suppose that the temperature of Mars, ssa
eosmic bodr, is lower than that of the earth,
because it is much smaller than our planet
snd so will bave parted with its original
nebular heat more rapidly; but it is not
likely that it has yet reached the tempersn-
ture of interplanetary spaee.

Then, as to distance from the sun, it is
easy to caleulate that. A surface unit of
Mars receives rather less than one-half as
much heat from the sun as a surface unit of
the earth does. But these elements are.far
from being all that must be taken into ne-
count. Quite ax important is the eondition
of the atmosphere of Mars itself. Just how
important may be inferred from the known
properties of our own satmosphere. As a
resuit of his investizations on Mount Whit-
ney, California. in 1881, Prof. Langley wns
able to say that if that quality of our at-
mosphere known as selective absorption
were entirely lacking, the temperature of
the soil in the tropics under a vertical sun
wonld probably not rise sbove minus 200
degrees centigrade. This ix entirely inde-
dependent of its chemical propertiea

e temperatnre of a planet and with it
the existence of all organized life appears to
depend far less npon the direct solar heat
than upon this most important quality of
selective absorption. Now it is not known
whether the aimosphere of Mars possesses
this qnality ina greater or less degree than
that of the earth.

ONE NEAR ERIE AND THE OTHEE
NEAR CONNELLSVILLE
The Onn on ths Lake Shore Not So Bad as
Reported Yesterday Morning, but Two
Idves Were Losi—8, & O. Men Fright-
fally Mangled,

Eris, Aug. 6.—[Special ]—The Chicago
and Boston special, east-bound on the Lake
Bhore and Michizan BSouthern Railroad,
collided with a freight train on the line at
Horbor ereck, nine miles east of here. The
engine, tender, baggage car and buffet coach
are s complete wreck. Engineer William
Welsh and Fireman Jacob Berkner, both of
Buffalo, were instantly killed.

One passenger, Stephen Perry, a young
man from Cleveland, was passing from the
buffet car to a sleeper when the crash came,
and he was caught between the cars. The
forward sleeper left the track and followed
the buffet cosch over the embank-
ment, but remained wupnght, and
the occupants received mo injuries
The wreckage which the passenger
train struck had been thrown over from the
south track by the collision of two west-
bound freight trains less than a minute be-
fore the special struck it, leaving no time
by whioh to avert the wreeck. Perry will
probably recover.

The Coroner’s Jury visited the scene of
the wreck tbis afternoon. They meet Mon-
day and will finish the inguest. The re-
sYomibi lity now seems to rest with the en-
gineer of the rear freight, although it is not
certain who is to blame.

A dispatch from Connellsville says: The
most disastrous wreck in many years oc-
eurred on the Baltimore and Ohio this

morning about 3 o'clock, four miles esst

of Connellsvillee. One man was killed
snd four  injured, Between 70
and 80 cars were piled up on
the  mountsin  side and  river

bank, The wreck was caused by a collision
between train No. 77, ecomiog West, and
the time freight going East No. 77
had orders to mest the time freightat
Gibson Junction, but when the time
freight reached Gibson Na 77's order
was annolled and an order given at Ohio
Pyle to meet No, 88, in ot the time
freight, st Gibson Junetion. No. 77 and
the time freight were to pass at Indian
COreek. Instead of doing this No. 77 ran
past Indian Creek and collided with the
time [reight on a sharp curve at Bluestone.

Brakeman Prett, who was riding on the
fourth ear irom the engine, on No. 77, went
down in the wreek and was instantly killed.
Fireman Miller, ot eqfine No. 1362, is stall
fast In the wreck at this writing. His legs
ars canght between the tender and the en-
gine. One leg will have to be ampu-
tated before he can be taken from
the wreck. Fireman E. E. Belts, of engine
No, 1363, was taken from the wreck at 7
o'clock. He was brought to Cottage Hos-
pital here, and will likely die

Engineer Moore, of engine 1363, was
badly injured, but has not yet been
brought down from the wreck. Several
oiher brakemen were injured.

BANDITS HEMMED IN.

Only the Poor Nerves of Their Pur-
_suers Can Save Them From

CERTAIN CAPTURE AND THE ROPE.

They Plug Up the Pody of the Rravest of
the Posse With 74 Shots.

FXCITING CHASE AFTER THE ROBBERS

[EPECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATOIL ]

Visarra, Carn, Auz 6.—Fall details
have been reesived of n battle with
the Collis irain robbers early this morning
st Evans’ ranch, which resulted in Oscar
Beaver receiving 74 shot wounds, from
whioh he died late this sfierncon.

The robbars doubled on their tracks and
eame back to Evans' house while a large
posse was racing acroes the eountry in an-
other direction, Thew calmly ate lunch,
leaving their stolen coin in the barn. As
they were loading their bugey with provis-
ions, Beaver, who was near to them, or-
dered them to halt, and then fired two shots
at them witha shotgun, badly crippling
one of the horses snd also wounding the
other animal.

The horses fell, and this made it impossi-
ble for the bandits to leave in the buggy.
Beaver at once opened fire on them, but
they jumped behind the horses and s=o
escaped. Beaver continued to fire shots in
rapid suceession.

The Bandits Make Thelr Escapr,

The robbers returned the fire with their
shotguns, riddling one side of Beaver’s body
from the face to his waist. One of the shots
went through his cbeek, but the most dan-
gerous wounds were in his chest. Assoon
as Beaver fell the bandits made off with all
haste. The other members of the posse,
who were not in full view of the bandits,
thought they had taken refuge in the barn,
and this sccounts for the delay atter the
shooting.

The eries of Beaver could be distinctly
heard, The wounded man wmust have lain
on the ground 10 minutes before any one
came to his asssistance, as the others ware
all afraid to venture near the barn where
the robbers were supposed to be still con-
cealed. Beaver was a brave man but he
toolishly exposed himsell. The other mem-
bers of the posse say that shot eame in a
perfect shower from the barn, as the high-
waymen fired four times. Beaver thinks
he hit ofe of the robbers, but this ia not
thought likely.

Beaver died this afternoon. His death
pettles the fate of the outlaws should they
l;:“mnghl, as they will be treated like

The Robber * Skill * ccounted For.

Evans ix well-to-do, having & good rahch
and & mine, but it has been observed ihat
the Sontag brothers, though Iaborers, had
wanaged to live with very little work. One
used to be s trainman  and the other an en-
gineer on the Southern Paeifie, which ac-
connts for their skill in holding up the
train and disabling the engine,

Last night false reports of the eapture of
the train robbers came in a private dispatch
to Chiet Detective Hume, of the Wells
Farzo Exnress Company, thought to be
sent by Railroad Detective Will Smich,
who was responsible for the eseape of the
twn oriminals and the wounding of two of
the Sherifl’s posse.

When he loeated Evans and Sontag,
Smith set about eapturing them by strategy
instgad of surronnding the place with a
cordon of armed men. He did not even
wait for Sheriff Conningham, the most
noted officer in San Joaquin Valley, who
hnd telegraphed he would be in Visalia in
an hour.

Good Essults of the Only Arrest.

Smith went out with a companion to
Evans' house, and induesd George Sontag
to accompany him to town. There Boutag
was placed in jail, and made duluiiag ad-
missions against his brothers, John and
Evans  Smich made another trip to Evans’
house with Deputy Sheriff Witly with the
idea that he eonld get John Sontag to town.
Evrns and Sontag suspected the motive of
the visit and opened fire.

Witly was badly hurt, but Smith was

merely reratched. Smith  failed to
head "off the robbers, who took his
teais and "drove away. Then [ollowed
an wild ehase alter the robbers,

in a dead level country. They ought to

have been captured, but the pursucrs

evidently Incked nerve. The robbers, alter

several hours of pursuit, were lost on the
river bank in the tall reeds. Hundreds of
men scoured the country till late at night,

1t was then that the robbers returned to,
their houee where the shooting between

them and Beaver oecurred,

The Posse StiH In Parsait

The robbers were last seen at 8 o’clock
this morning driving toward Samson fiat in
the mountains, where Evans has a mine.
Three miles from town they tried to bor-
row horses from an acquaintance. Officers
in pursuit traced the men fonr miles north-
west, where they entered a field. The pur-
suers’ team gave. out and they returned to
town. Twenty to 30 men are now in pur-
suit on horseback.

Sherifi Cunoingham says there is no
doubt the men eommitted most of the train
robberies in this wailey. They can bardly
eseape, a8 all thoroughfares are guarded.

Deputy Sherift Witly, who was shot
terday, will recover unless blood poisoning
sets in,

EVERYBODY I8 WELL PLEASED

With the Apportlonment Blil Passed by the
Michigan Legisintare,

LANSING MicH., Aug. 6, —The bosiness
of the special session of the Legislature was
finished at 6 P, 3., but the final adjourn-
ment will not ocour until Monday at noom.
Both the Brown and White apportion-
ment bills passed, with practieally
a unanimons vote, snd were given
immediate effect. The outcome is regarded
with the greatest of satisisetion by both
parties, Eaeh is able to figure a mnjoriti
in both branches of the Legistature. Bot
bills are as nearly equitable in the matter
of populstion as they can well be made,
and politically it is very difficult to deter-
mine the advantage to either.

Governor Winans expressed himself en-
tirely satis and through the commit-
tee's notliying him of readiness to adjonrn
he sent s verbal mressage of congratulation
to the Legislature. The bills have
been engrossed and enrolled and are ﬁru:(y
in the hands of the Governor. Nearly all
the members have left the eity and
there will be only the officers in
each House to perform the final ceremonies
on Monday. The Brown, or al
measure, provides for 82 distriots, as did the
act declared unconstitutional, but affords a
more equitable distribution of the counties
as to population. Under the House reappor-
tionment bill the representasion will be 64
mewbers, the minimum pumber sccording
to the constitution.
